OPTIMISM IN PARIS. 


Government Docs Not Expect a 
Russo-Japanese War. 

PARIS, Dec. 29.—It was asserted author- 
fatively to-day that the French: Govern- 
fent does not believe that war between 
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Russia and Japan will break out. It is de- 
clared that the Japanese note which Rus- 
sia is now considering is not an ultimatum, 


anc it is further asserted tha¢ it does not 
even suggest a date within which a reply 
shall be made by the Russian Government. 
One of the diplomats accredited to Russia 
says the Russian Government considers the 
Japanese reply to be “ rather satisfactory.” 

It is said. that there is no reason to be- 
lieve that the negotiations will be inter- 
rupted by Russia's reply, but it is under- 
stood that they will continue until the de- 
tails of an agreement are adjusted. Final- 
ly, it is generally said here that Russia will 
show her wiliingness to meet Japan more 
than half way, but along the lines already 
cabled to The Associated Press.

RADIUM AS A CANCER CURE. 


Astonishing Results Obtained in the 
Case of a Patient Whose Condition 
Apparently Was Hopeless. 


Radium as a cure for cancer has been 


tried with astonishing results by Dr. Will- 
iam H. Van den Burg of 30 West Forty- 
ninth Street upon his uncle, William Hoff- 
man, sixty-two years old, a contractor, of 
19 West Miller Street, Newark, N. Y., who 
has returned to his home with hardly a 
visible trace left of a malignant growth 
which had spread over the right side of his 
head from the mouth up. 

Six weeks ago physicians in consulta- 
tion declared -:hat the cancer could only 
be cured by cutting half the patient's 


head away, Their verdict was confirmed 
by experts here before Dr. Van den Burg 


undertook to treat him. Mr. Hoffshan for 
the purpose took up his abode at Dr. Van 
den Burg's home. 

The treatment was simple. At stated in- 
tervals the patient held in his mouth a 
hermetically sealed glass tube containing a 
quantity of radium, hardly enough to cover 
the point of a penknife, but haying a radio- 
activity expressed by the numeral 10,000. 


The tube containing it was about a quarter 
of an inch in diameter and perhaps three 


:‘ inches long, and when not in use was rolled 


in many thickncsses of sheet lead and kept 
in a locked drawer. After a very short 
time Mr. Hoffman complained of a burning 
sensation in the cheek, which became un- 
endurable after about ferty minutes. The 
tube would then be remcved and put away 
for several howrs. But the swelling on his 
face began to go down immediately, and ‘n 
a few days his face presented a norma! ap- 
pearance and the growth began to disap- 
pear from the inside of his mouth. 

The tube he had been using had been ob- 
tained from Prof. Hammer of the Edison 
Laboratory. Dr. Van den Burg@écured an- 


; other from Paris of about the same appear- 


ance. The radiumn it would be about suf- 
ficient to make a ‘pin head, but it has an 
activity, measured by the same standard 
as the other, of 1,800,000. Beneath the in- 
fluence of this tremendous force the cancer 
dissolved almost visibly, but the treatment 
could be carried on for twelve minutes only 
at the longest. This tube Mr. Hoffman took 
with him on his return to Wayne County a 
week ago, where it and the story of his 
experience is the talk of all Newark, for 
few of his townsmen ever’expected him to 
return alive. 

He was worn and wasted as a result of 
his long suffering and the destruction of 
his tissues by the cancer, and the one thing 
that gives his friends uneasiness is that his 
general physical condition shows no im- 


; provement that can be noted since he went 


away. 

Dr. Van den Burg was graduated from 
the New York Homeopathic Medical Col- 
lege in 1887. He is a member of the Amer- 
ican Institute of Homeopathy, the New 
York State Homeopathic Society, the Acad- 
emy of Pathological Science, and a visiting 
physician at the Hahnemann Hospital.

Dr. Woodhead of Cambridge, England, 


Condemns the Pessimism of 
Physicians.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 29.—Lecturing on 
tuberculosis at Witherspoon Hall to-day, 
under the auspices of the Phipps Institute, 
the ‘eminent English physician, Dr. Ger- 
man Sims Woodhead, Professor of Path- 
ology at Cambridge University, said: 

“In recent years the pessimistic views 
of the physician, although gradually giving 
way before evidence afforded us by latest 
research, are'yet difficult to kill. The evil 
wrought, however, by this pessimism was 
incalculable, and I think that most of you 
here to-night will agree with me that this 
view of the incurability of tuberculosis had 
vast influence ‘in interfering with the suc- 


i cessful treatment of a disease that»should, 


I venture to say, now be looked upon as 
among the most curable when taken early 
enough and treated under proper condi- 
tions.”

In case of aggression on the part of the 
Government authorities the steamship agent 
will.ask United States Minister Powell for 
protection. 

A commission from San Pedro de Macoris, 
which has deciared in favor of the insur- 
gents, arrived here to-dey and is demand- 
ing the surrender of Santo Domingo to the 
insurgent forces. . 

Gen. Morales, the provisional Presfdent,

CRISIS IN HONDURAS. 
Two Members of President Bonilia’s 
Cabinet Resign—Said to be Plot- 
ting a Revolution.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 29.—Advices re- 
celved via the American steamship Break- 
water, arriving to-day from Puerto Cortez, 
say that the political enemies of President 
Manuel Bonilla of Spanish Honduras are 
planning a revolution to overthrow the 
present administration in that republic. 

The situation has become extremely 
alarming, and trouble may begin immedi- 
ately. 


On account of a serious political break ; 


with President Bonilla, Gen. Davilla, Vice 
President and Acting Minister of Justice, 
and Gen. Guitterez, another member of 
Bonilla’s Cabinet, with headquarters at 
Tegucigalpa, the Honduran capital, have 
handed in their resignations, which were 
accepted. Gens. Davilla and Guitterez were 
prominent during the late revolution con- 
ducted by President Bonilla and Lee Christ- 
mas, an American soldier of fortune from 


Louisiana. 
Several of the Honduran newspapers are 
attacking the four remaining members of 


the President's Cabinet. 

Gens, Davilla and Guitterez charge Pres- 
ident Bonilla with favoring men who op- 
posed the recent revolution. They say he 
has dismissed his old followers to make 
room for his ex-enemies. 

The ex-Cabinet officers are popular in 
the largest interior towns, and it is said 
that they are planning to import arms into 
Honduras to oust Bonilla. 





BIG FIRE IN PITTSBURG. 


Steel Shutters Blamed for Great Dam- 
age—-Loss of Bayot Fossil Collection. 


PITTSBURG, Dec. 29.—For twelve hours, 
commencing at 6 o’clock this morning, thir- 
teen engine companies battled with a stub- 
born fire in the six-story storage warehouse 
of Haugh & Keenan, at Third Street anu 
Duquesne Way. Crossed electric wires is 
given as the possible cause of the confla- 
gration. 

The loss, according to James F. Keenan, 
President of the company, will not fall be- 
low $200,000 and may reach wngors The 
insurance will not cover more than one- 
tenth of the loss. 

Mr. Keenan blames the steel shutters and 
doors, which are approved by the fire un- 
derwriters, for most of the damage. He 
contends that if the firemen had been able 
to open these doors and shutters the flames 
would have been under contro) long before 
they were. The building was supposed to 
be practically fire-proof. 

The insurance men after working all day 
figuring on their losses are unable to-night 
to say what the total amount will be. 
Among the heaviest policy holders is the 
Joseph Horne Company, which had $47,000 
insurance on its goods. The McCormick 
Harvester Company was a heavy loser.

EXPENSIVE ROADBED 


Difficulty Encountered 
Southern Pacific Cut-Off.

SALT LAKE, Utah, Dec. 29.—Again the 
roadbed of the Southern Pacific cut-off 
over the Great Salt Lake is sinking into the 
treacherous quagmires. Because of this 


the opening of the Ogden-Lucien cut-off 
and the running of through trains over the 


enormously costly bit of track has been 
postponed. 

In several places the track has sunk per- 
ceptibly. An army of workmen is at work 
with machinery dumping dirt and rocks 
into the place where other dirt and rocks 
have been dumped at a cost of millions. 

Several times it has been declared that 


bedrock had been reached at last, but this 


was always followed by the sinking of the 
roadbed. Thousands of tons of rock have 
been dumped every day into the lake for 
months, but a permanent foundation ap- 
peared to elude the engineers.

ERIE ENGINE EXPLODES. 


One Killed and Three Others Danger- 
ously Hurt at Port Jervis. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PORT JERVIS, N. Y., Dec. 29.—By the 
explosion of an engine on the Delaware Di- 
vision of the Erie Railroad at 9:30 o'clock 
this morning one man was killed and four 
were injured, three so seriously that death 
is liable to occur at any time. Conductor 
Frank Lane’s heavy freight train, wWest- 
bound, came to a stop at Kellam’s Bridge. 
fifty-five miles from here, because the en- 


gine failed to make steam, and a minute or 


80 later, without any warning, the loco- 
motive blew up with a terrific report. 

The boiler .nd firebox rose high in the 
air from the trucks, followed by a dense 
cloud of smoke, steam, and fire. “Fhe mass 
of twisted iron and steel fell tack on the 


trucks, and, strange to say, the wheels did 


not leave the rails. 

Ira Wallace of Port Jervis, the engineer, 
was blown through his cab and landed 
many yaris down arn embankment extend- 
ing to the Delaware River. He was badly 
scalded about the face, neck, back, and 


arms, and was suffering besides from bad 
scalp wounds and a compound fracture of 
the left leg. 

Frank Loven, aged twenty-four of Port 
Jervis, the fireman, who was shoveling coal 
at the time, was hurled down the bank and 
| was dead when menreached his side. William 
' Kellam, a young man on the engine, learn- 
| ing to ‘ fire,’’ went flying down the bank 
| in a ‘‘ mix-up,’ with the contents of the 
firebox. and was scalded over two-thirds of 
| his body. * 

i Mark Carr, aged sixty years, a track 
walker, residing at Hankins, who was walk- 

‘ing along by the locomotive, was carried 

| beyond the embankment away into the 
river, and lay in the freezing water a long 
time before assistance reached him. He is 
suffering from severe scalp wounds, burns 
on neck and legs, fracture of left collar- 
bone, and the exposure. 

Frank Boyle of Port Jervis. head brake- 
man of the train, was riding on the engine, 
and was thrown on the tracks 100 feet 
aehead of the train. He was lucky to es- 
cape with some lacerations of the head and 
face and a badly sprained knee, He came 
to himself in a minute or so and hobbled to 
the aid of the rest of the train crew. The 
injured were brought to hospitals in Port 
Jervis on a special train. - 

The engine, No. 1,317, was what is known 
as a simple class ‘“*L"’ locomotive with 
eight drivers. The cause of the accident 
cannot be determired until after an in- 
vestigation, if the men in charge should live 
to make one possible. It is only known 
thus far that there was plenty of water gn

The President and His. Advisers 
Have Not Answered it Yet. 


Secretary Root Represents the Govern- 
ment in the Negotiations During 
Secretary Hay’s Illness. 


a 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—At a meeting 
of the Cabinet called by the President for 
4 o'clock this afternoon the Panama situa- 
tion was the principal subject under con- 
sideration. All members of the Cabinet ex- 
cept Seoretary Hay, who 1s ill; Secretary 
Shaw, and Attorney General Knox, who 
are out of the city, were present. The 
meeting was one of the longest held for 
Several weeks, the session consuming quite 
two hours. At the conclusion of the meet- 
ing the members were not communicative, 
but it was learned that in addition to a 
discussion of matters relating to Panama 
Several departmental matters of minor im- 
portance were considered. 

Secretary Root was delayed nearly half 
an hour in his arrival at the meeting, hav- 
ing been in conference with Gen, Reyes, 
the special representative of Colombia. 
This cireumstance revealed that during the 
iliness of Secretary Hay, Secretary Root 
has been designated by the President to 
conduct the negotiations of this Govern- 
ment with Gen. Reyes. 

Secretary Root laid before the President 
the details of his interview with the Colom- 
bian Minister. -Careful consideration was 
given to the Colombia note filed with the 
State Department by Gen. Reyes, but it 
can be said that no answer yet has been 
made to it. Preparation of this answer is 
progressing, but it is said that it will not be 
ready for presentation before Thursday. 

Secretary Root informed Gen. Reyes that 
the reply of this Government was not 
ready, but that it would be given him as 
soon ag possible. Secretary Root will give 
the response to Gen. Reyes when a decision 
as to its precise nature shall have been 
reached. 

No intimation of the contents of Gen. 
Reyes’s note or of the reply of this Gov- 
ernment is given from any authoritative 
source. It is known, however, that the Ad- 
ministration regards the ratification of the 
treaty with the Republic of Panama as the 
first step to be taken in the entire pending 
matter. What this Government may do 
subsequently will be determined, at least in 
pest, by the circumstances then surround- 
ng the case. Just now, it is said authorita- 
tively, there is nothing in the situation to 
arouse serious concern. 

Gen. Reyes has not indicated to Secretary 
Roct what his intentions are regarding his 
future movements. It is presumed he will 
remain in Washington at least until the re- 
ply of the United States to his note shall 
have been presented, but so far'as can be 


ascertained nothing definite is known as to 
his intentions. 

It is said that the continuance of nego- 
tiations with Gen. Reyes for some little 
time is quite likely. is frequent confer- 
ences with the officials of the Adminis- 
tration have enabled Gen. Reyes to realize 
that the United States will not retrace a 
step on the Isthmus. Whether Colombia 
may hope for relief from Congress in the 
shape of an indemnity for the loss she has 
suffered in the secession of Panama is a 
matter which can be left open for the pres- 
ent, it is said, as Colombia and the United 
States are concerned now with the broader 
question as to the interpretation of the 
treaty of 1846. 

Gen. Reyes deprecates the publications 
which have appeared purporting to give 
the substance of his note to this Govern- 
ment. He pronounces them incorrect. He 
does not want to discuss the matter at this 
time, but deemed it expedient to make the 
statement that Colombia in her initial note 
has dwelt upon the several clauses of the 
treaty of 1846 which, in her opinion, the 
United States has violated. 

Gen. Reyes has asked to be excused from 
ettastieg thé New Year’s reception at the 
White House, as he is declining all social 
engagements hile he is here. He will 
request Dr. Herran to represent his Gov- 
ernment oh that day as Chargé 4’Affaires.

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Another Laughing Success for 
Augustus Thomas. 


A Lop-Sided Play Weak as a Story, but 
Full of Convulsing Lines, Charac 
ters, and Situations. 


The best gifts of the muses are sald to 
be laughter ana tears, and all most of us 
want is laughter. Mr. Thomas’s new play 
of the pugilist and the parson, now dubbed 
“The Other Girl,” which opened last night 
at the Criterion, spars for wind unpugilis- 
tically through half of the first act, and 
sermonizes more than parsonically through- 
out the last; but in the intermediate act 
and a half, its vernacular wit, vivid char- 
acter drawing, and ene or two deliclous- 
ly fresh dramatic reécontres, threw all 
heads back and let loose the diaphragms. 
It is possible that no one of the moments 
was as funny as the comic climax of ‘ The 

1 of Pawtu@ket,”” but where that noble 
Lord was a stage Englishman of the most 
obvious and farcical kind, the characters 
in the present play are true to their soll, 
and the merriment they give rise to is, 
while it lasts, far more deeply moving and 
sustained. 

The story of the play concerns the love 
affairs of two pairs of gentlefolk whose 
paths are crossed by the champion middle- 
weight of England, America, and Aus- 
tralia, one Kid Garvey, saloon keeper and 
physical instructor. The Kid has been in- 
structing the parson in the noble art, anc a 
young lady, who is already betrothed, falls 
in love with him, entranced by the appeal 
of his physical perfections and prowess. 
The Kid has been much oppressed with the 
prevailing opinion that a pugilist cannot be 
@ gentleman, and thinks to prove his claim 
to that magic title by. eloping with the 
society queen. The parson’s friendship for 
the Kid (he ’s a strenuous parson with a 
fad of imitating Mr. Roosevelt) has already 
brought him newspaper notoriety, and now, 
in the attempt to prevent the elopement, 
both he and ths lady of his choice are sub- 
jected to gross misconstruction. 

How Drina De Wolfe kicks holes in the 
stained glass doors brought from the pala- 
tial home of the Medici in Florence, (they 
look as if they had come out of the pala- 


tial qpine of The Kid on Broadway;) how 
the Parson works off one of The Kid's 
throws on James the butler, lifting him 
Over a dining table to the detrimient of his 
spine and his sensibilities; how Elsie De 
Wolfe elopes with The Kid in a bubble ma- 
chine to save Drina; how the aforesaid 
bubble machine runs over Joseph Wheeloc 
Jr., getting the fugitives jugged; how sai 
Joseph, Jr., is discharged from the hospital 
still trembling from what the doctors call 
shock, and expansively garrulous with a 
fine large hangover of ether jag—this and 
much more can best be gathered at the 
Criterion under Mr. Thomas's able ciceron- 
age, 

t is unfortunately not possible to sa 
that the sentimental passages are especial- 
ly fresh or convincing. The refinements of 
well-bred character and the subtleties of 
gentle emotion have never partigularly in- 
terested Mr. Thomas. That is why his seat- 
slamming talk in Act I. is so dull, and why 
the play tails off so toward the end. But 
in the racy, vernacular type parts he comes 
out full and strong. 

The character ot the parson, whose sin- 
cerity and fervor are unquestioned, and 
whose sense of humor is nevertheless so 
strong that he has been known to laugh 
while conducting a funeral, is admirably 
conceived, but it lacks variety and depth to 
carry conviction on the boards. Mr. Frank 
Worthing, too, is ~~~ by his phys- 
ique in the attempt to throw into relief 
what little humor was available. Hard 
luck, that, for he has safely seen two plays 
fail on the road in which he made a vivid 
and artistic impression! 

But in the character of The Kid there is 
no such disability, and Mr. Lionel Barry- 
more, who, as it seems, has got the trick 
of genius in character parts, adds mightily 
to the effect. His utterance is no less ver- 
pauses ny me assortment of 
anguage W w r. om 
plied ‘the an her an 
ure are of the ant, But is not this sort of 
thing overdone? Would even a foolish So- 
ciety Queen fall in love with ‘quite such a 
Bowery type? 

Perhaps the freshest and most exhilarat- 
ing moment of th. evening was Mr. Whee- 
lock’s aor gas narrative as to his 
accident, and his ex 
pital. It was full of delicious turns of fun, 
and was delivered in a manner that car- 
ried the house off its feet for a moment. 
in ‘Lord and Lady Algy,” 
Mr. Wheelock has done nothing approach- 
ing it. Also among the best of the char- 
acter hits was the reporter of Mr, Richard 
Bennett. If it appeared that Mr. Thomas 
must at some nt in his career have had 
a hang over of ether, it is no less obvious 
that he has been alse under the influence 
of a city editor, and Mr. Bennett, with his 
frank smile and easy aplomb, gave just 
the necessary touch of comradeship and 
business. 

Miss Elsie De Wolfe's sympathetic grace 
and charm are not of the kind that make an 
instant appeal to’an audience, even in the 
best of parts; and her part in the play last 
night put her at an unusual disadvantage. 
Miss Drina De Wolfe was less picturesque 
than in her slavey costume in “A Clean 
Slate,’’ and some of her emotional crises had 
a risibje effect, as of a tiger kitten Bern- 
hardt. Frank Burbeck, alph Delmore, 
Selina Fetter-Royle. Maggie Fielding, Jo- 
seph Whiting, and Ida Greeley-Smith were 
cepab e in ineffective parts. 

Mr. Thomas responded to repeated calls, 
and, striking —_. attitude, delivered 
tap after tap of gently satirical wit square 
in the faces of his audience, sparing neither 
the company, all of whom, he deliciously 
intimated, were to consider themselves 
“The Other Girl’’—except of course the 
men—nor Mr. Charles Frohman, who in two 

articulars had altered his play in re- 

earsal. May it be gently intimated, at a 
safe distance from the pugilistic play and 
author, that both omissions appear to have 
been well justified?

JUSTICE HOOKER ATTACKED. 


0. E. Jones Demands Official Investiga- 
tion—Charges Against L. F. Stearns.

JAMESTOWN, N. Y., Dec. 29.—O. E. 
Jones, a former member of the New York 
Republican State Committee, and who has 
long been prominent in the politics of 
Western New York, this afternoon sent a 
vigorous letter to Gov. Odell, calling for an 
investigation of the official acts of Warren 
B. Hooker, a Justice of the Supreme Court, 
sitting as a member of the Brooklyn Ap- 
pellate Division, and of Lester F. Stearns, 
one of the State Tax Commissioners, both 
of whom hold office by appointment of the 
Governor. 

Mr. Jones calls the Governor's attention 
to the Bristow report on the Post Office 
investigations, in which it is shown that 
during Justice Hooker’s terms as a member 
of Congress different persons were on the 
payroll of the department in the Post Of- 
ficeg of Dunkirk and Fredonia as recom- 
mended by Mr. Hooker who were not per- 
forming any public services. 

He also calls attention to the gross dis- 
crimination in franchise assessments: of the 
Bell Telephone Company and independent 
telephone companies in different parts of 
the State in favor of the Bell Company, of 
which Mr. Stearns, one of the Tax Com- 
missioners, was for many years its attor- 
ney, 


The portion of the Bristow report which 
referred to Chautauqua County said that 
the rental charges for the Dunkirk Post 
Office had been raised from $450 to $2,000, 
with very little improvement in the facili- 
ties and appointments of the building. 

In a letter printed some time ago Mr. 
Jones appealed to the Bar Association of 
the county to take up the matter, He said 
it had been charged and not denied that 
the building in which the Dunkirk Post 
Office was located was jointly owned by 
Justice Hooker and Tax Commissioner 
Stearns. 

He also pointed out that Morris Hooker, 
who was carried on the pay roll of the 
Fredonia Post Office as a clerk at $600 a 
year while attending school, was a nephew 
of Justice Hooker, and that two other 
men, who drew salaries from that Post 
Office for which they rendered no service, 
were indebted to Justice Hooker financially 
and politically, 

The Bar Association took no action in 
the matter.

Manhattan Management Decides 
$2 a Seat Is Excessive. 


Harrison Grey Fiske Says the Public 
Rebels Against Paying More Than 
$1.50 Except in Unusual Cases. 


Harrison Grey Fiske has cyt the prices 
for admision into his Manhattan Theatre. 
Beginning Monday evening, with the first 
performance of ‘“‘ The Virginian,”’ orchestra 
seats wil be sold at $1.50. Other seats will 
be proportionately cheap. This cut in the 
prices of one of the first-class New York 
theatres seems to have a very close rela- 
tion to the “‘ hard times"’ in the theatres 
this season. 

Three New York playhouses now offer 
the best seats at $1.50. These are the Ma- 
jestic, the New York, and, after this week, 
the Mankattan. Still, Mr. Fiske’s action is 
more of an innovation than that of the 
managers of the other two houses, since 
they both began the new scale on a “* popu- 
lar-price-attraction "’ basis. Furthermore, 
the Majestic is so far up town as to form 
a class of its own. The Manhattan, on the 
other hand, is in the very heart of the 
Rialto, and is usually the home of plays of 
the highest class. 

The two-dollar rate at the theatres has 
been the subject of wide discussion among 
playgoers this season, and many have ex- 
pressed the opinion that a general cut 
would work a wonderful increase in attend- 
ance. Mr, Fiske is convinced that the pres- 
ent rate is excessive and that the public, by 
its action, has declared that a majority of 
the performances offered this season on 
Broadway are simply not worth the money. 

“A large number of people,’’ Mr, Fiske 
said yesterday, “irrespective of their per- 
sonal means, feel that $1.50 is quite enough 
to pay for an orchestra seat, unless in an 
exceptional case, as when a great foreign 
artist ig imported at heavy expense. The 
introduction of the two-dollar rate, seven or 
eight years ago, was possible only because 
the public was in an amiable and generous 
mood toward theatrical amusements, Three 
or four managers began it, and others fol- 
lowed suit for fear their attractions would 
be put in a false position before the pub- 
lic. That is, every manager thought the 
‘class’ of his house depended upon the 
price he asked for seats. 

“In the present conditions, $1.50 is enough 
to charge for an orchestra seat. I do not 
say this without reason, for I have asked 
the opinions of a large number of repre- 
sentative playgoers and have discussed the 
matter with prominent managers, both of 
theatres and of attractions. Several of the 
principal ticket agents, who come in con- 
tact with many wealthy strangers and resi- 
dent theatre patrons, say it Is the uni- 
versal opinion that theatre prices are ex- 
cessive. 

“The attitude of the public outside New 
York seems to be similar, for nearly all 
the attractions of the better ‘class, that 
heretofore have charged $2 a seat on tour 
as well ag here, are this season charging 
only $1.50 while ‘on the road.’ From every 
point of view, a reduction in theatre rates 
in New York seems to me to be wise and 
timely,” 

Kirke La Shelle, who is to present “* The 


Virginian ’’ Monday, has agreed on the cut 
in prices with Mr. Fiske. The latter “says 
he has jearned of several managers who 
want to make the same change, but fear 
to do so on the ground that a reduction by 
one manager would be misconstrued by 
the public and reflect on the theatre in- 
volved. ‘‘ This view,’’ says Mr. Fiske, “ is 
narrow and illogical.” 

Inquiry among other theatrical managers 
in New York last night did not result in 
the discovery of any others who would ad- 
mit an intention to lower prices. Charles 
Frohman's personal representative said for 


him: 

“The trouble has not been with the high 
price this season; it is that there have been 
too few od plays. The people are per- 
feétly willing to give $z a seat if by so 
doing they can see a clever play. If the 
play is bad they are not going. no matter 
what the price is; if it is good they will go, 
ane having to pay $2 will not scare them 
oO oP 

The opinion of Weber & Fields is inter- 
esti because of their close relations to 
Mr. ske in the Independent Booking 
Agency.

Fraternal Orders to Memorialize 
United States Congress. 


Grand Masters of Seven Organizations 
Decide on Plan—Arrangements for 
Mass Meeting To-night. 


On the eve of the great mass meeting of 
east side Jews, which will be held in Cooper 
Union to-night, at once as a protest against

Copies of the resoiutions, as they have 
been passed will be forwarded by each 
lodge to the Congressional representative 
of the district in which it is located, and to 
the President himself.

PARIS, Dec. 29.—It is feared that the col- 
lier Vienne of the French Navy, manned by 
fifty-one officers- and men, which left 
Rochefort for Toulon, has been lost.

“All Other Appointments Believed to be 
Ready for Announcement as Soon as 
This Matter Can Be Decided.

Unless there is a complete change of plans 
by Mayor-elect McClellan during the next 
twenty-four hours, Commissioner Wood- 
bury, Mayor Low’s appointee to the Street 


: i _ Cleaning Department, will be allowed to re- 


tain his office. This is despite the fact 
that practically all the district leaders of 
Tammany Hall yesterday made the hardest 
kind of a fight to have Patrick H. Keahon 
*mamed. Both the Mayor-elect and Charies 
F.- Murphy said last night that the head- 
ship of the Street Cleaning Department was 
not yet settled, bit Keahon adherents were 
frank-to admit the fight almost hopeless. 

The rest of the list of appointments is 
generally understood to be complete and 
ready for public announcement, but the 
Woodbury matter has caused all of the 
delay. 

Throughout the Tammany organization, 
however, the greatest dissatisfaction has 
arisen over the impending retention of 
Woodbury, and it has not been a bit al- 
layed with a seemingly authoritative report 
that McClellan might not reappoint Wood- 
bury, but merely allow him to hold over 
through the fact of not naming a suc- 
‘cessor. 

From the minute Mr. Murphy set his foot 
“Inside of Tammany Hall yesterday until the 
time he left in the afternoon there was a 
Steady stream of district leaders at his 
side telling him that they regarded the re- 
tention of Woodbury as bad politics, and 
that they firmly believed that Keahon 
.Bhould be named. They argued that Kea- 
hon was one of the biggest truckmen and 
employers of men in New York, that he has 
made a fortune out of the contracting 
business, and was willing to give up his 
business with its big income in order to 
demonstrate that a Tammany district lead- 
er could clean the streets of New York in 
@ manner that will challenge criticism. 

Murphy let his followers know that he 
Was not exactly in favor of the Woodbury 
idea, but that strong pressure had beer 
brought to bear to have Woodbury held 
over and that the Mayor-elect was inclined 
to follow that course. 

“I want to say most emphatically,” said 
Mr. Keahon, “that if I should be made 
Street Cleaning Commissioner I can clean 
the streets of this city 50 per cent. better 
“than they are cleaned at the present time 

~-and do it for $1,000,000 less money each year 
than Commissioner Woodbury is spending. 


Furthermore, I am willing as a contractor | 


to take a contract for the work on these 
terms and give bonds for carrying out the 
contract.”’ 

Mayor-elect McClellan spent most of his 
day at his North Washington Square home 
completing his message to the Board cf 
Aldermen, which must go in Monday next, 
and also settling matters connected with 
his slate. The list, which will come out to- 
night or to-morrow, will contain the names 
of James H. Tully to be Charities Commis- 
Sioner, Willis Holly to be Park Commis- 
sioner for Manhittan and Richmond, Frank 
A. O'Donnell to be President of the Tax 
Board, and, in all probability, John H. Mc- 
Cooey to be President of the Civil Service 
Commission. The three police deputyships 
also will probably be announced to-day by 
William McAdoo, the new Commissioner. 

An investigation of the law in regard to 
Thomas F, McAvoy'’s power to take the 
first deputyYship at $4,000 salary and still 
continue to draw his pension of $1,750 as a 
retired Inspector of Police brought the 
Tammany leaders to the conclusion that 
McAvoy, who is the leader in the Twenty- 
third District, could take the appointment 
without endangering is pension, and so 
Tammany men believdhe will be named.

Efforts Under Way to Rehabilitate the 
Enterprise—Speyer Syndicate Said 
to be Ready to Retransfer 
the Properties. 


In connection with the dispatches to the 
effect that the Canadian Government is 
prepared to furnish “to the Reorganization 
Committee of the Consolidated Lake Su- 
perior Company sufficient funds to make 
possible the rehabilitation of the $100,000,000 
corporation along the lines attempted be- 
fore the sale of the properties pledged to 
secure the loan of the Speyer syndicate, it 
was learned yesterday that the commit- 
tee’s representatives are now working on 
the basis of an understanding that if the 
required underwriting is secured a settle- 
ment can be effected with the banking firm 
here by which the properties may be trans- 
ferred into the committee's hands again. ™ 

Lawyer P. F. Rothermel of Philadelphia, 
now in Canada, has been in conference with 
proviricial officials for several days past, 
and it is understood here that there is every 
indication that the Canadian authorities 
will furnish the money needed. This is 
estimated at from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000,

Up to the present time nothing to 
the contrary has developed. 

The crucial point in the present attempt 
at rehabilitation was the willingness of 
Speyer & Co., having got the property in 
their absolute control as syndicate man- 
agers, to accept, first, their share of the loan 
direct, and to allow, in the second place, 
the other lending interests to follow any 
course desired by them, either taking the 
face value of their contribution in cash or 
retunding and thus taking a part in the re- 
organization. 

lt has been the position of the banking 
hous2 from the beginning that its interest 
in the Consolidated Lake Superior tangle 
was simply that of bankers. In the formal 
statement issued after the sale it was an- 
nounced that stockho'ders would be invited 
to participate in any reorganization that 
Speyer & Co. might attempt, and the circu- 
lar of the bankers to syndicate members 
sought sucn power as would enable them 
to carry out whatever plan seemed to the 
interest of all parties concerned. 

Reason why the plan has not been forth- 
coming appears in the basis of the efforts 
of the Philadelphia committee's representa- 
tives, namely, that the matter has been al- 
lowed to stand in exactly the position as 
regards reorganization in which it was be- 
fore the sale, except that the ownership of 
the properties pledged to secure the loan, 
constituting practically all the assets of the

The Speyer syndicate loan amounts to 
$5,050,000. Of this amount about $2,500,000 
was available for refunding purposes when 
the sale was held, and it was hoped that a 
stil. larger proportion might be secured tf 
an extension of time were possible. With 
such new underwr’ting as had been secured 
to that time $1,500,0W approximately was 
required to satisfy the shares of Speyer & 
Co. in the loan and of the other syndicate 
members who desired to withdraw and not 
take part in the reorganization. 

That the Canadian Government will 
cede to the efforts now being made is 
cepted by those who are familiar with the 
importanc2 of the Consolidated Lake Su- 
perior properties to the Canadian business 
world.

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DAMAGES FCR KIOWA’S LOSS. 


Sunken Boat’s Owners Ask $405,000 
from American Steamship Company. 


Robinson, Biddle & Ward, as proctors for 
the Clyde Steamship Company, the owners 
of the sleamship Kiowa, yesterday filed in 
the United States’ District Court a libel 
against the nerican Steamship Company, 
owners of the steamship Admiral Dewey. 
The proctors «.-k for $300,000 for the loss of 
the Kiowa, $10v,000 for its cargo, and $5,000 
for the effects of its officers and crew. 

According to the libel filed, the Admiral 
Dewey sunk the Kiowa on the morning of 
Dec. 26, while the latter was anchored 
about a’ mile southeast from the Boston 
Light, in the Boston Harbor. A heavy 
snowstorm had caused the Kiowa’'s Captain 


to anchor, and the latter sounded, the 
proctors claim, all proper signals, but that 
the Admiral Dewey struck her on the port 
side, causing her to sink and to become a 
complete loss. 

The libelants charge that the Admiral 
Dewey’s officers are responsible for not 
avoiding the accident by careful seaman- 


ship. 


KILLED NEGRO AND ESCAPED. 


Banks’s Wife Heard the Shots Outside 
Their Door That Killed Her 
Husband. 


James Banks, a colored butler, thirty- 
eight years old, living at 208 East Ninety- 
eighth Street, was shot and killed yesterday 
morning by some unknown persons, while 
he was leaving his home to go to his work 
at 208 West Forty-fourth Street. 

Banks had been married since last March 
and has a daughter only eight days old. As 
he closed the door to his flat his wife heard 
five pistol shots, and then heard her hus- 
band scream. The woman ran into the 
hallway and found her husband lying on 
the floor. 

According to neighbors, after the shooting 
they heard two persons running up stairs 
and over the roof to\an adjoining building,

‘* Messrs. Harriman, Gates, and Hawley, 
as well as John W. Mitchell, have depos- 
ited their Alton holdings with Kuhn, Loeb

justment.is arbitration, which has for 
its object “‘the determination of contro- 
versies between States by judges of their 
own choice, upon the basis of a respect 
for law."

In questions of a judicial character, and 
especially in questions of the interpretation 


or application of treaties, arbitration is ac- 


knowledged by the signatory Powers as 
the most efficacious and at the same time 
the most just method of deciding contro- 
versies which have not been determined by 
diplomacy. 


Colombia dissents from our interpreta- 


tion of the treaty, she has stated her 
grievances, formulated her demands, and 
appeals for such reparation as may be 
determined by The Hague Tribunal to 


be just. What answer shall we make to 


her? We assume that our Government 
will not consent either to restore the 
status guo or to withdraw from 
Isthmus and permit Colombia to recon- 
quer her lost territory. If the Govern- 
ment at Washington consents to any ud- 
justment with Colombia, it will probably 
be on a basis of a money payment, the 
amount to be determined either by mux- 
ual agreement or by a recourse to The 
Hague Tribunal, It is a judicial ques- 
tion, a question of what the treaty 
means. Shall we set up our ihterpreta- 
tion of the treaty as infallible, and in- 
sist that our acts are beyond review? 
Will the Administration take the grave 
responsibility of informing Colombia that 
however great her loss and her suffer- 
ings she must bear them, that we will 
pay her no money? That would mean 
the breaking off of diplomatic and 
friendly relations; it would mean that 
we should have for years upon the bar- 
ders of the new republic whose independ- 
ence we are about to guarantee a re- 
sentful and hostile people.

OUT OF THE GROUND. 

To the dwellers in Eastern cities the 
work of the tillers of the soil gives but a 
vague impression, and usually an incor- 
rect.one. If they are told that nearly 
one-half of the population—it is a little 
less than four-tenthe-of all the States 
and Territories of the Union are engaged 
in this class of industry they recall the 
thinly settled regions from which so 
many of their own number have come, 
and wonder where ail the farmers live. 
Yet the latest reports of the Bureau of 
Statistics of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, published in our Washington dis- 
patches yesterday, show that the dozen 
principal crops of the country, including 
cotton, reached the enormous value of 
three and a half billions of dollars for 
the year just closing. That is one-fourth 
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year, and three times as great as the 
total foreign trade thirty years ago. 

Of this vast value four crops furnish 
fully four-fifths, as shown, in round 
numbers, in the following table:

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Of the remaining crops enumerated in 
the report of the Bureau of Statistics, the 
only two that pass the hundred million 
level are oats, $268,000,000, and potatoes, 
$151,000,000. It will be seen that cotton, 
which necessarily plays so large a part 
in our foreign trade, and wheat, which 
is second only to cotton in value of prod- 
uct, both fall below the crop of hay, 
which barely appears in the trade re- 
ports, but is devoted to the feeding of 
the nearly $3,000,000,000 worth of horses, 
mules, and cattle which the Commis- 


sioner of Agriculture estimated to exist 
in the country in his last annual report. 
On the other hand, the place of greatest 
importance is held by the corn crop, 
which stands for nearly one-fourth of the 
value of the crops reported in the dis- 
patches referred to, and directly and in- 


directly furnishes the largest contribu- 
tion to the food products of the Union. 


When to these principal crops we add the 


yield of all the minor crops raised in 
relatively small areas and on small farms 
or gardens throughout the land, but 
reaching a large aggregate, we can form 
some conception of the immense share of 
the National wealth that originates in 
the fertile soil. 


ROGER MORRIS PARK. 

It is one of the innumerable benefits 
which the city owes to the present mu- 
nicipal administration that it has com- 
pleted the acquisition for the public of 
that historical house which has for two 
generations been absurdly miscalled the 
**Jumel mansion,” but to which its prop- 
er title is now restored by the official 
designation of it and its inclosing 
grounds as “ Roger Morris Park.’”’ Even 
without the association of the site and 
the building with Revolutionary and pre- 
Revolutionary events, the site would be 
very well worth acquiring for a public 
park, so inspiring is the view which it 
commands. With the associations added, 
it is only remarkable that it was not so 
acquired and dedicated to the public use 
long ago. 

Senator Depew, in his interesting ad- 
dress at the opening of the park on Mon- 
day, enumerated the Roger Morris house, 
Fraunces's Tavern, and St. Paul’s Church 
as our only “historical monuments.” 


Unless we add the City Hall, which was 


under construction a century ago, we 
have to own that the list is exhaustive. 
It ought not to be, and would not be, if 
there had been enough public spirit sev- 
enty years ago to deny to the General 


Government the use of the ground oc- 
cupied by “ Federal Hall” for a Custom 
House. Of the three monuments named 
by Senator Drerrew St. Paul's is, of 
course, in the best possible hands, and 
the Morris house has now been made 


safe. It remains to rescue and restore 
the third, the building so memorable as 
the scene of WaASHINGTON’s farewell to 
his Generals. The projects hitherto 


formed for that purpose have failed, very 


likely because of their extravagance. All 


that is really needed is for the city to 
acquire the site and restore the building, 
which might’then be rented, under mu- 


nicipal supervision, so as to pay the cost 
of maintenance, It is to be hoped the 
incoming administration wih interest it- 


self to that end.

METHODIST PLEASURES. 


The chronic dissension in the Methodist 
Church over the “amusement para- 
graph” of the rules of discipline of the 
church from time to time becomes acute. 
It seems to have become highly acute at 
the regular monthly meeting of the 
Methodist ministers of the local confer- 
ence on Monday, when one reverend gen- 
tleman plainly set forth that it would be 
better for the church to “ discard” 


those who held the opinions of another 
reverend gentleman, whose opinions, 
nevertheless, seermed to be those of the 
majority of the assemblage. 

It was even declared, on the other 
hand, that the prohibition against danc- 
ing, card playing, and playgoing on the 
part of Methodists had never been law- 
fully adopted, and was therefore merely 
a pious opinion of some Methodist gath- 
ering, in nowise binding upon those who 
disapproved it. The real state of the 
case seems to be that ways of looking at 
things, including “ worldly amusements,” 
vary among Methodists exactly as they 
do among other people, according to the 
habits and associations of those who 
take them. A Methodist or other person 
in a country village necessarily adopts 
standards of behavior different from 
those which he would apply if by nativ- 
ity or long residence he were a member 
of what Mayor Low calls a “ great cos- 
mopolitan community.” It is the same 
trouble we have with “up the State’’ 
about an excise law which vexes the 
Methodist ministers, vexes them much 
more, probably, than it vexes the Meth- 
odist laity, who do about such things 
what in the eyes of each layman seems 
right, without regard to the “ amuse- 
ment paragraph.” But, in the ecclesiast- 
ical as in the secular case, it seems safe 
to say that a law which is not respected 
and which nobody thinks the worse of 
himself for not respecting must be a 
source of weakness and demoralization.

BLEACHED OYSTERS, 

The health authorities of Orange, N. J., 
have been investigating the causes of a 
recent increase of typhoid fever in that 
city. It was at first believed to be due 
to a contamination of the water supply, 
ae this a age not Ruetines. by on re- | 


sults of bacteriological examinations, 
The local health officer says: 

About that time we discovered that one 
of the patients had eaten heartily of raw 
oysters purchased in town. That set us to 
thinking, and we made inquiries that estab- 
lished the fact that the other sufferers had 


done likewise. Further investigation has 
confirmed us in the belief that the outbreak 


has resulted from the consumption of oys- 
ters procured from infected beds. 

There is more reason for the protest of 
Admiral Cuapwick against the bleached 
and flavorless oysters which have been 
whitened and puffed in brackish water 


than is found in the fact that they are 
rendered less palatable by this process, 
A demand for the white, plump, fresh- 
ened oysters has been created by the 
dealers, many of whom handle no others. 
They are dredged from their native sea 
beds, brought inshore, and replanted in 
the creeks and inlets which are in some 
instances the outlets of sewer systems. 
The oyster has a large capacity for ab- 
sorbing water, and is quickly polluted 
by immersion in water which is impure. 
The practice is dangerous at best, and 
we are not surprised that the conclusion 
reached by the health authorities of 
Orange is that many of the fattening 
beds immediately tributary to the New 
York market should be abandoned at 
once. The abandonment of the bleaching 
treatment would be better still. Oyster 
beds are not found native in water pol- 
luted by sewage to a dangerous degree, 
and untransplanted oysters may ordi- 
narily be eaten with confidence. They 
are as much better than the bleached 
oysters as Admiral CHADWICK has de- 
clared them to be, and if consumers 
could get them, very few would take any 
other. This suggests that it would be 
good business enterprise on the part of 
the dealers to give those who want them 
natural oysters with their original sea 
salt flavor and their wholesome blue- 
gray color.

CITY HALL PARK. 

Mr. AHEARN, the President-elect of the 
Borough of Manhattan, has announced 
his enthusiastic concurrence in the proj- 
ect of acouiring for municipal uses the 
remainder of the block bounded by 
BroadWay, Chambers, Reade, and Céntre 
Streets, now partly occupied by the new 
Hall of Records. The project contem- 
plates the erection here of municipal 
buildings, an architectural counterpart 
of the Hall of Records to be built at the 
Broadway end, and, between these two 
wings, a central City Hall to be erected. 
These bulldings are proposed to be 
brought into effective visibility by the 
demolition of all the structures incum- 
bering City Hall Park with the sole cx- 
ception of the old City Hall, which 
should be left as a municipal museum, 

This project was first, we believe, pub- 
licly suggested in these columns as the 
best method of fulfilling our municipal 
building requirements. Not that any 
credit is to be claimed for it. It was cn- 


tirely obvious, from the time that the 
need of new municipal buildings became 
evident. It commended itself to the Mu- 
nicipal Art Society, and we think that 
the discussion of the alternative scheme 


of a skeleton structure at the bridge 


head, adopted by Mayor Low, had the 
effect of confirming the older plan in the 
favor of thore interested in such mat- 
ters. It may be that the city would need 


an “office building” in addition to the 


monumental structures in question, In 
that case such a structure could be erect- 
ed north of Reade Street. An additional 
feature proposed to the row on Chambers 
Street was a bridge spanning that thor- 
oughfare connecting the new with the 
old City Hall, and affording an ample 
platform for the review of processions 
and for other civic functions. It is cer- 
tain that the scheme adopted by Mr. 


AHEARN, if intelligently and artistically 
executed, would give to New York a 
monumental group approaching much 
more nearly in effect to that of the edi- 


fices which confront the Place de la Con- 
vorde, on the side of the Rue de Rivoli, 
than any buildings now to be seen in 


New York or in any other American city 
excepting Washington.

THEORIES OF TAXATION 


The New Ideal, He Says, Is a Tax 


on Wealth.

Modern View. of Property Inadequate— 
Convention of Economists and Stu- 
dents of History in New Orleans. 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 20.—Leaders in 
economic thought and historical study gath- 
ered here to-day to the number of 150 to at- 
tend the annual meetings of the American 
Economic and the American ‘Historical As- 
sociation. Separate sessions of these two 
bodies were held during the day and a joint 
session was held this evening, the feature 
of which was an address on “ Social As- 
pects of Economic Law,’’ by Prof. Edwin 
R. A. Seligman of Columbia University, 
President of the Economic Association. 

In the course of his address Pref. Selig- 
man said: 


“Adam Smith finds the essential principle 
of economic progress to reside in the orig- 
inal individual ‘ propensity to truck.’ Yet 
modern research has shown that the orig- 
inal propensity was just the reverse and 
that private barter is a result of social 
trade. So also when we say that individual 
cost of production fixes value we really 
mean that it expresses the value that is 
fixed by social forces as a whole. 

“Again, our modern theory of private 
property, which is the labor theory, is com- 


ing to be recognized as inadequate. The 
newer code of private property is one where 
individual rights are held subservient to the 
general social interests. Another applica- 
tion is seen in the labor question. The 
right of the individual to work is indeed a 
sacred and imprescriptible right, but the 
conditions under which the right is to be 
exercised are by no means a matter of so- 
cial unconcern. 

“The chief example is to be found in the 
domain of taxation. Our modern doctrine 
of justice in taxation rests on the theory 
that taxes remain on the individual who 
pays, and that all we need to do is to aim 
at equality between individuals. Modern 
research, however, shows that most taxes 
do not remain on the individual who pays, 
but, owing to the working out of economic 
forces, are either diffused or absorbed. In 
city real estate either rents go up or the 
prices of lots go down, and in the end the 
community as a whole bears the burden. 
In the case of mortgages a tax on a man 
who lends does not remain on him. In the 
case of the railway security the new pur- 
chaser in the market buys himself free of 
the tax. 

“Under modern conditions the only kind 
of a personal tax that can be made to rest 
on the individual is a poll tax and a direct 
consumption tax, both of which are con- 
demned by everybody. The new ideal is a 
tax on wealth; the old ideal was a tax on 
the individual who owned the wealth. It is 
not necessary, in order to secure justice, to 
impose a tax on general property or on all 
corporations or on all incomes. Above all, 
direct taxes are not necessarily more just 
than indirect taxes. In the complex life of 
to-day the problem is no longer that of the 
individual, but of the effect of economic 
law on the various classes of society, the 
agencies of production, and the facts of 
group, rather than individual consumption. 
The newer theory and practice of taxation 
must rest on the facts of social production 
and group consumption.”’ 

President Seligman called the Economic 
Association to order this morning, when 
“ gduthern Agricultural Problems" was the 
theme discussed. The principal address 
was made by Lawson H. Shelfer of Texas, 
tobacco expert of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, whose subject was 
“Tobacco Culture as a Commercial Crop 
of the United States.” 

“The United States,” sald Mr. Shelfer, 
“to-day, while producing enormous amounts 
of tobaccos of various kinds and used for 
different purposes, imports from Cuba filler 
tobacco for which we pay the Cuban agri- 
culturist about $8,000,000 a year. The im- 


port duty on this tobacco is $5,000,000 or 
$6,000,000, making a total of about $14,000, - 
000 for filler tobacco, which could be pro- 
duced in Texas, Florida, or where there 
are similar soils and similar climates, This 
would mean more to the agric ultural people 
of the State of Texas than the revenue 
derived from almost any other crop. 

‘The soils and climatic conditions. of 
Texas will produce this filler tobacco. Not- 
withstanding that we compete not only with 
the filler tobaccos of the Island of Cuba, 
we compete with the wrapper of Sumatra. 
This latter amounts to millions for the im- 
portation, while we have soils where we 
can apply the skillful methods of our ad- 
vaneed American people, and by_using the 
methods of artificialing by shade we can 
give this amount to our American 5 
culture. There are & great many cigars 
ported in their manufactured state from 
Cuba, Mexico, and other countries that we 
could still compete with and hold among 
our American farmers by paying strict at- 
tention to studying out the conditions or 
the needs and wants of our American peo- 
ple.’ 

Papers on the sugar industry were read 
by John Dynmond, Jr, and Dr, W. C. 
Stubbs, in charge of the Louisiana Experi- 
ment Association. Prof. S. A. Knapp, rice 
expert for the United States Agricultural 
Department, discussed the development of 
the rice industry of the United States, and 
S. Locke Breaux, Vice President of the 
Rice Association of America, read a paper 
on the same subject. President D. F. Hous- 
ton of the Texas Agricultural College read 
a paper on cotton, the forenoon session _— 
ctediet with a paper on the same subje 
by G. a ae Holmes of the United States = 
partment of Agriculture. 

At the afternoon session the theme was 
** Industrial Problems of the South,” when 
a paper on “ The Cotton Industry "” was 
read by D. A. Tompkins of Charlotte, N. 
C., and one on “ Some Southern Economic 
Problems’”"’ was presented by Richard H. 
Edmonds, editor of The anufacturers’ 
Record, Baltimore, Md.

MORE SHIPYARD SUITS. 


Commonwealth Trust Company Stock- 
holder Presses Officials to Bring Ac- 
tion on “ Deposit-Loan "” Operations. 


Way was made yesterday for the next 
batch of sults growing out of the collapse 
of the United States Shipbuilding Company, 
which, when brought, will stand against the 
several banking institutions concerned in 
the ‘‘deposit-loan’’ operations with the. 
Trust Company of the Republic money, fol- 
lowing the failure of the French “ under- 
writing ’'’ of the shipyard combination. 

A Boston stockholder of the Common- 
wealth Trust Company, who was a stock- 
holder at the time when its predecessor, the 
Trust Company of the Republic, became in- 
volved in the shipbuilding operations, has 
served verbal notice on the officers of the 
company that if they do not, on its behalf, 
begin suits as suggested he would take such 
action, in which case the officers them- 
selves would be liable to be made defend- 
ants. 

The proposed action, according to the 
views of the stockholder, who is the movy- 
ing factor in the matter, will take the form 
of a common lawsuit for an accounting, as- 
serting that the banks which will be made 
defendants had money of the trust company 
which has not been returned, that by the 


transaction the funds of the Trust Com- 
pany of the Republic were converted ine 
tee ae by meang po Pk nee Rac 
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defendants and denies the allegations of = 
lawful conspiracy. 

ESTATE OF HENRY B. PLANT. 
Property in New York State Is Vaiued 
at $12,729,360—That in Connecticut 
Said to be Worth $16,500,000. 

The appraiser appointed by the Surro- 
gate to determine the value of the property 
in this State left by Henry Bradley Plant, 
founder of the Plant system of railways, 
steamships, and hotels, reported yesterday 
that, in his estimation, the estate of Mr. 
Plant/in New York was worth $12,729,360. 
Of this, according to the terms of the will, 
$3,947,975 goes to Mrs. Margaret J. Plant, 
the widow, and $7,805,950 to Mr. Plant’s 

son by a former wife. 

Mr. Plant died on June 23, 1899, at his 
residence, 586 Fifth Avenue, where he had 
lived for twenty-five years. He was eighty 
years old. His only heirs were the widow 
and son. His will provided that Mrs. 
Plant should have an income of $30,000 a 
year. The remainder of the estate was 
virtually tied up in trust, which Mr. Plant 
directed should not be dissolved until the 
youngest child of his grandson, Henry 
Bradley Plant, second, became twenty-one 
years of age. At that time this son was 
four years old. There was a long litiga- 
tion over the probate of the will, it being 
asserted by Mrs. Plant that her husband 
was a resident of New York and by the 
son that his residence was in Connecticut. 
At length Justice Leventritt, in the Su- 
preme Court, held that the widow’s conten- 
tion was correct. ’ 

The principal item in the report of the 
appraiser is 50,000 shares of stock of the 
Henry Bradley Plant Company, valued at 
$12,167,135. There is a claim against the 
Southern Express Company for $180,000. 
The following items are also given: Value 
of a steamship in course of construction at 
the time of Mr. Plant's death, $340,000; his 
Belle Aire property $0,000; his watch, 
chain, and jewelry, $1,200, nd, money de- 
posited in the Second National ank, $3,000. 

The deductions made from the gross per- 
sonal estate of $12,729,360 amount to 3755,- 
365, including the commissions of three ex- 
ecutors, $382,450; expenses of administra- 
tion of the estate, $150,000, and debts, $219,- 
167. This leaves the net personal estate in 
New York State $11,973,995. There are 
specific bequests in the will of $130,000, 
making the residuary estate $11,849,926. 

Resides the sty 4 owned by Mr. Plant 
in New York State, he held real estate in 
New Haven and his old home, at Branford, 
near that city, and considerable property in 
Ficrida, the value of which has not been 
determined. About a year ago the execu- 
ters—Mrs, Plant, Morton Freeman Plant, 
and George H. Tiley—said that the estate 
in Connecticut was worth $16,500,000, and 
paid a tax on that amount to the State, 
amounting to $88,000. 


WILL CUTS OFF DAUGHTERS. 


William Morris Bequeathes Only $1 
Each to Anna and Julia Because 
of “ Disobedience.” 


The will of William Morris of 161 East 
Seventy-fourth Street, who died on board 
the steamship Vaderland on Aug. 19 last, 
was filed for probate in the Surrogate’s 
office yesterday. The value of the estate is 
unknown. The will bears the date of June 
26, 1903, shortly before Mr. Morris sailed. 

By the terms of his will, Mr. Morris cuts 
off his two daughters, Anna and Julia, 
saying, ‘‘ I give to my daughters Annie and 


Julia the sum of $1 each, they having been 

disobedient to me during my lifetime.” 
The sum of $3,000 each is left to Rosie 

and Bernice, sometimes known’as Bella, 


two other daughters, ‘‘ providing that they 
marry in accordance with the wishes of 
their beloved mother."’ 

To another daughter, Birdie S. Wilkus, 
the testator gives the money invested for 
her in his business at 695 Broadway. The 
residue of the estate becomes the property 
of the testator’s widow, Mrs. Lena Morris. 


JOCELYN JOHNSTONE’ S WitL. 


Daughter’s Inheritance Depends on Her 


Not Seeing Her Mother. 


The will of Jocelyn Johnstone, politician, 
author, lawyer, and private secretary to 
Randolph Guggenheimer when he was 
President of the Eorough of Manhattan, 
was filed for probate in the Surrogate’s 
office yesterday. It was dated Jan. 2, 1903, 
shortly before Mr. Johnstone's death. 

With the exception of his library, the en- 
tire estate, the value of which is not given 
and which is said to be small, is left in 
trust to Robert S. Johnstone, a Deputy As- 
sistant District Attorney. The library goes 
to Mr. Johnstone’s son, Louis M. John- 


stone, when he becomes of age. The resi- 
due of the estate, Mr. Johnstone says in 


the will, shall be paid over to his ,daugh- 
ter, Nora M. Johnstone, provided, how- 
ever, “that my daughter does not commu- 
nicate or associate with her mother, whose 
influence, both moral and religious, would 
be detrimental to her.” Mrs. Johnstone, 
the testator says, was divorced from him. 


PERRY HEATH’S ERROR. 


Mistaken as to Time and Place of His 
Alleged Conversation with Presi- 
dent McKinley. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The declaration 
of Perry Heath that President McKinley 
in a conversation at the White House in- 
formed Heath that he desired to have Sen- 
ator Hanna succeed him in the Presidency 
is generally accepted as correct. But Mr. 
Heath is in error as to the time when, and 
the place where, the alleged interview took 
place. He locates it at ths White House 
and says that the day following this con- 
versation Mr. McKinley went to Canton 
and the next day thereafter was shot at 
Buffalo. 

This conversation could not have occurred 
at the White House at the time named, for 
the reason that President McKinley left 
Washington for Canton July 6, and arrived 
at his home the following day. He wa not 
in Washington after that date, and was 
shot at Buffalo Sept. 6, just two months 
after he left the White House for the last 
time. 

The discovery has given much pleasure to 
the President's supporters, who think that 
Heath's story falls to the ground. Mr. Han- 
na's admirers, however, think it is of no 
consequence whether or not Mr. Heath 
made a mistake about the time of the con- 
versation. 

There {js no way of either proving or dis- 
proving Mr. Heath’s story, as there was no 


one present at_the interview ones t himself 
and the late President. But it is remem- 
bered that the goers gossip in the few 
months of Mr. xeer's second admin- 
istration was that the President would 
favor Hanna as his successor. For a time 
this gossip was checked by the tall of a 
third term for Mr. McKinley. When, three 
or four months after his inauguration, Mr. 
McKinley issued his letter saying that he 
would ‘not accept a third term, the gossip 
about his probable preference for Hanna 
was renewed.

EAST ORANGE, N. J.. Dec. 29.—Col.Abra- 
ham H. Ryan died suddenly about 4 o'clock 
this afternoon on a, Lackawanna Railroad 
train while en route from New York to his 
home in East Orange. When the train was 
near Newark Conductor George M. Paugh 
asked him for his ticket. Col. Ryan was 
sitting in a natural position in his seat, 
and when he did not reply to Paugh's salu- 
tation the cgnductor tapped him on the 
shoulder, thinking he was asleep. Further 
investigation disclosed the fact that he was 
dead. Amzi T. Dodd, a friend of Col. Ryan, 
sat opposite him, and under his direction 
the body wis taken to the baggage car, and 
at Brick Church it was taken into the 
baggage room, where it was identified by 
members of Col. Ryan’s family and later 
removed to his home, at 64 Carleton Street. 

Col. Ryan was born in New York City in 
1837 and removed to Illinois when a boy. 
When President Lincoln issued his first call 
to arms in 1861 he assisted in organizing 
Company A, Seventeenth Illinois Volun- 
teer Infantry, and was elected First Lieu- 
tenant. He served with distinction through- 
out the war, at the close of which he was 
Colonel of the Third Arkansas Cavalry.. 

He came to East Orange twenty-three 
years ago, and at once took a prominent 
part in the affairs of that community. He 
was a School Trustee for seven years and 
was President and a member of the East 
Orange Township Committee. He was also 
one of the founders of the Savings, Invest- 
ment and Trust Company, and was Its first 
President. He was a Director of the Peo- 
sle’s Bank of East Orange at the time of 
nis death. He once served as cashier of 
the People’s Bank. He belonged to the New 
Englan Society of the Oranges, was a 
Governor of the Orange Club, and a former 
President of the Orange Art Association. 
He retired from active business several 
years ago.

_NEW MOVE IN YALE POLO. 


Application Received to Join National 


Polo Association. 

Plans are being made among the polo en- 
thusiasts at Yale for a more active career 
next year than the present season has been, 
and the first move in this direction has just 
been made in the application for member- 
ship in the American Polo Association. H. 
L. Herbert, Chairman of the Polo Associa- 
tion, said yesterday that he had recently 
received a letter from the Yale Polo Club 
asking what method was proper to pursue 
in applying for membership, as the Yale 
Club would like to be elected before the 
annual meeting in April.

STRANSKY ‘& CO. WIN CASE. 


Advances in Enameled Ware Overruled 
by Appraisers— Special Act Re- 
quired to Reimburse Importers. 


The Board of Reappraisement of the 
United States General Appraisers yesterday, 
after a hearing lasting two days, reversed 
the finding of Appraiser Whitehead in ad- 
vancing the values of large importations of 
enameled iron kitchenware by Stransky & 
Co. of 9 Murray Street. This marks the 
close of another chapter in one of the bit- 
terest fights between domestic interests 
and importers ‘hat has ever taken place. 
In its action yesterday the Board of Ap- 
praisers sustained the importers in all but 
a few unimportant particulars. 

Stransky & Co. began importing cheap 
grades of enameled ironware from Ger- 
many early in 1902. The domestic interests 
complained at once of the values at which 
they were entered, and the Treasury De- 
partment sent agents to Europe to investi- 
gate and ascertain the true values. These 
ageats reported that the values placed on 
the goods by Stransky & Co, were export 
prices, and as export prices are almost al- 
ways lower than home market prices, which 
are the basis of dutiable values, the goods 
were advanced an average of 8 per cent. 
and penalties imposed. After that, until 
recently, the goods continued to pay the 
advanced rate. 

A few months ago, while in Europe, Mr. 
Stransky discovered that the export price 


in this particular trade was higher than 
the home market value, and on his repre- 
sentations the Government instructed its 
agents to make a new investigation. They 
did so, and found the facts as represented 
by Mr. Stransky, and it was on the evi- 
dence secured at this second investigation 
that the Board of Appraisers acted yester- 
day. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the situation is that Stransky & Co. have 
paid about $40,000 in duties, which they 
were not liable for under the state of facts 
now discovered. The decision of the Board 
of United States General Appraisers in mat- 
ters of valuation is final, and the only re- 
lief which an importer under such circum- 
stances can receive is through the passage 
of a special act of Congress authorizing his 
reimbursement. Maurice Stransky said 
yesterday that he intended to seek relief 
that way. zs 

“T want to go on record,”’ he said, ‘‘ as 
declaring that no blame attaches to any of 
the customs officials for the trouble I have 
been put to. Examiner, Appraiser, General 
Appraisers, and officers of the treasury 
Department all acted honestly and fairly in 
the light of the facts they had. The fault 


lies altogether with the ene manu-"* 


facturers, wh? did not act frankty with the 
American officials during their first in- 
vestigation.” 


PLAN BIG STORAGE RESERVOIR. 


Hudson River Electric Power Company 
to Build Artificial Lake. 


GLENS FALLS, N. Y., Dec. 29.—A lake 
larger than Lake George, in which enough 
water can be stored to maintain the Hud- 
son River at a normal height during the 
low-water period, is one of the results 
which the incorporators of the Hudson Riv- 
er Electric Power Company of Queensbury 
expect will follow the completion of its 
plans. 

This company was incorporated yesterday 
at Albany, with a capital of $1,000,000, and 
having for its purpose the development otf 
the pOwer and resources of the fall of the 
Upper Hudson and for the distribution of 
electric po@er as far west as Utica and 
Syracuse and as far south as Hudson. It 
is expected that the company just incor- 
porated will build the immense storage res- 
ervoir in the Sacondaga Valley, for which 
the engineers of the Hudson River Water 
Power Company have been planning for the 
past two years. i 

The dam and power station will be built 
at Conklingville, and something like 600 
pieces of property will be flooded as well 
as several small hamlets. The legal de- 
partment of the company has been search- 
ing titles and getting options on property 
for several years, and it is anticipated that 
by the time permission is asked of the Leg- 
islature to construet the dam the company 
will own every plece of property to be 
flooded.

Merchant Files a Petition.

The stock market yesterday retained 
its appearance of strength. A consider- 
able increase of activity increased the 
number of properties getting into the 
10,000-share class to nineteen. But only 
thirteen made advances, of which nine 
were fractions. Amalgamated Copper 
was one of the exceptions to rise more 
than a point, and its improvement was 
attributed variously and facetiously to 
the cessation of bull bulletins from Bos- 
ton, and to assumption of that function 
by more important New York interests. 
Realty advanced only a point yesterday, 
without developments regarding reports 
of competitive buying, and also without 
contradiction of estimates that its assets 
are more valuable than its price dis- 
closes. After all, the latter is a better 
reliance, since the assets will remain, 
| however managements may comeand go. 
The electrics made no advances yester- 
day, and Brooklyn Rapid Transit lost a 
fraction. Steel preferred also lost its 
stride yesterday, but the common came 
to the front in great form. In six weeks 
it has not moved as much as its rise yes- 
terday, and single bargains were made 
equivalent to the volume of some day’s 
total trading. It is useless to talk about 
the value of such a pure gambling coun-' 
ter, but its speculative position is inter- 
esting. Obviously every man who holds 
it must own it, since the margin required 
by any decent house is approximately 
equal to its face value. Also all the bad 
news is out regarding steel, and the vis- 
ible supply is reduced by the stoppage of 
liquidation and the practical disappear- 
ance of the stock from the Street through 
the above considerations. It is not 
thought to have any present worth as an 
| investment, but that is a secondary con- 
sideration in a market like this, when all 
sorts of things are being marked up for 
all sorts of reasons. ‘Thus there were 
plenty of inactive industrials and special- 
ties which rose points yesterday for 


eighths bapikelibeinn a active standard 
railways. For those who like this sort 
of thing this is the sort of thing they 
like, and if they ¢hoose to call this mar- 
ket strong, there is no need of quarreling 
with them about what makes strength. 
The facts are as above, and the strength 
will stay so just as long as support is 
extended. 


Among the encouraging news of the 
day was continuance of arrangements 
for imports of gold, and suggestions in 
several excellent quarters that railways 
could not defer much after the turn of 
the year coming into the market for 
sundry supplies in quantity adequate to 
stimulate the iron and equipment stocks. 
This, together with liberal adjustments 
of wages, is thought sufficient to alter 
the character of many annual reports, 
It is necessary to remember that current 
facts are only part of the case regarding 
declaring or withholding dividends. Steel, 
for instance, reduced its dividend upon 
earnings exceeding those which sufficed 
to begin them. The reason is that the 
outlook was better when dividends were 
begun, the expectation of business suf- 
ficing to warrant the distribution. The 
situation is somewhat similar now, there 
being the basis of an argument that the 
steel business has seen its worst, and 
that new business is coming into sight. 
Billets are said to be selling at the sched- 
ule price, and some Southern melters are 
said to be raising their price for iron, 
which is the first step to putting heart 
into Northern sellers. If these reports 
tontinue and are verified there will be 
more encouragement in them than in the 
spotted strength of the price sheet. 

As the cotton market broke $4 per 
bale—or about the same as 4 points upon 
a Stock Exchange unit of business, and 
promises on the merits to break further, 
it is to be feared somebody lost money, 
and will lose more unless the people who 
consume cotton kindly will come to the 
assistance of those who have no use for 
it except to sell it at more than it is 
worth. No sympathy need be wasted, 
however, as every known danger signal 
has been hoisted over this market for 
weeks.

COTTON TUMBLES, 
BROKERS. IN PANIC 


Opening Advance Succeeded by 
/ General Collapse in Prices.

DROP OF 60 TO 80 POINTS 


Big Bull Leaders Said to Have Quietly 
Unioaded on the Previous Day— 


Over 2,000,000 Bales Traded In. 


The long-expected break in the cotton 
market came yesterday, and prices went 
down with a rapidity which created noth- 

' ing short of a panic, and at one time it 
Tooked as if the bottcm would drop out of 
the bull speculation. But the movement 
Was too violent to be lasting, and toward 
the end the market steadied down, with 
quotations showing net losses of from 41 to 
563 points, equivalent to from $2.05 to $2.65 
a bale. The extremes between the high 
and low prices of the day, however, equaled 
from 6 to 80 points, or from $3 to $4 a 
bale. 

The market opencd at a slight recession 
from Monday’s closing prices. This was 
only momentary, however, and the up- 
Ward movement developed sufficient activ- 
ity to carry prices a point beyond the last 
quotations of the day before. On this rise 
a large customer of « of the bullish brok- 
ers decided to take his profits. He had

amounts of long cotton on the bulge of the 
day before when cotton futures crossed 
the fourteen-cent mark. In other 
the discovery was made that the men who 
had been shouting the loudest for 14, 15, or 
16 cent cotton, and who had been flooding 
the country with bullish literature, had 
been silently unloading on the public which 
had followed them. Getting wind of this, 
the customer also decided to let go. 

The selling orders were well distributed 

but the'line of cotton was too great. At 
-first they merely the upward 
movement, but then slowly prices began to 
recede. It was toward 11 o'clock that this 
man started in to When the noon 
hour came quotations had sagged off near- 
ly 20 points. A half hour more and July 
went below the 14-cent mark. That was 
the fatal point. There were several hun- 
dred stop orders at 14 cents, and all of 
these came on the market at once and the 
price broke. 

No longer was it a slow, sluggish decline 
It was an avalanche. With irresistible force 
it swept over the market, and in one short 
moment turned the pit into a seething, 
yelling, furious crowd of struggling hu- 
manity. Down, down went the price, and 
the further it broke the greater was the 
flood of stop orders, which rushed in over 
the telephone and the telegraph--and no 
one to buy. Mr. Sully, the bull leader, was 
out at lunch, and if he had been there, it is 
doubtful if he could have stopped the 
break even if he had wanted to. 

Prices dropped 10 and more points be- 
tween sales. until January had reached 
13:05 from the high mark of 13.82; March 
was down to 13.35, after having sold at 
14.15; May sold at 13.48, a drop from 14.26, 
and July had gone to 13.50 from 14.27. 

At this point the bears, who had been 
watching the rope-sliding performance with 
giee, jumped in to cover their short con- 
tracts, and they bid up the market almost 
as rapidly as it had gone down. March, 
which had in one minute dropped from 13.70 
to 13.50, and then down to 13.35, went back 
almost as suddeniy to 13.75. The low point 
was reached at 1:15 P. M., marking 4 break 
of @) points in as many minutes, and at 
145 P. M., half an hour later, prices had 
recovered nearly % points. From then on 
quotations swung back and forth like a 
pendulum. Now they were up 20 points, 
then they were down 15, then up again 10 
points, and so on with 5 and 6 points be- 
tween sales, until the excitement had 
calmed down, and the tension eased up. 

The brokers were thankful for this—bulls 
and bears alike. They were all worn out, 
hoarse, and haggard. To say that over 
2.000,000 bales were traded in gives no idea 
of the amount of business transacted, for 
-_most of the sales were crowded within a 
few hours. She quotations in the pit came 
ec fast and changed so often that the 
ticker could not record them. The bidding 
was so frenzied that men within a few feet 
of each other wou'd sell and buy options 
for the same months at widely varying 
prices. The blackboard where transactions 
are recorded was too small, and sheets of 
paper had to be pressed into service.

you all long life, prosperity, and happiness, 

‘I thank you more than I can tell for 
this permanent testimonial of your respect 
and appreciation for my efforts to do jus- 
tice to the police force. I bid you all 
good-bye.” 

Then turning to the

Employers’ Association Governors 
Act on Application.

Construction Concern First Paid Old 


Fine to the Mason Builders’ 
Association. 


The Board of Governors of the Building 
Trades Employers’ Acsociation, after a 
heated debate, decided at a meeting in the 
Building Trades Club yesterday to admit 
the George A. Fuller Company to member- 
ship. The Fuller Company some time ago 
sent an application for membership to the 
Board of Governors, but it hung fire until 
yesterday, because of an unpaid fine of 
$500 imposed two years ago on the firm 
by the Mason Builders’ Association, to 
which it then belonged, for alleged violation 
of the rules of that organization. 

The firm had, been notified that its appli- 
eation probably would be acted upon favor- 
ably as soon as it had conformed to the 


Ae. 
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rules of the Mason Builders’ Association, - 


which is the largest organization of build- 
ing contractors in the Employers’ Associa- 
tion. The fine was paid yesterday by 8. 
P. McConnell, President of the Fuller Com- 
pany. 

When the Mason Builders’ Association 
first.notified the Fuller Company that the 
fine had been imposed, the company paid 
no attention, and a resolution was passed 
suspending it until the fine was paid. Pres- 
ident McConnell several months ago ad- 
mitted that his company was out of the 
Mason Builders’ Association, and said that 
he understood that a fine had been imposed. 
It got out of the body, he said, because 
some of its rules were repugnant to the 
company. 

The decision to allow the Fuller Company 
to join the Employers’ Association, even 
though the fine was paid, was not reached 
by the Board of Governors yesterday with- 
out strong opposition from some of its 
members. The meeting of the board began 
early in the afternoon and lasted until the 
evening. Speeches were made against 
granting the application. 

At the time the Employers’ Association 
was first formed, President McConnell was 
quoted as saying that the contractors in the 
association had not enough experience in 
handling labor men to get its plan of arbi- 
tration adopted. Then President McConneW¥ 
started a rival move and formulated an in- 
dependent plan of arbitration for the Fuller 
Company, The plan of the Employers’ As- 
sociation cut out the Board of Building 
Trades, which it wanted to break up. The 
Fuller plan recognized this board and made 
its agreement through the walking dele- 
gates composing it. 

» 


About two months ago Local No. 2, the 


backbone of the Board of Building Trades 
before the latter was broken up, ordered 
Strikes against the Fuller Company. This 
urrayed the company against Local No. .2 
and it applied to and received permission 
from the Iron League to make contracts 
with the New York Housesmiths’ Union. It 
became then an ally of the Employers’ As- 
sociation against the Board of Building 
Trades, and the Fuller plan of arbitration 
was valueless. 

All this was brought out at yesterday's 
meeting of the Board of Governors. Sevy- 
eral members of, the board declared that 
they would not stultify themselves by agree- 
ing to admit a company which had fought 
the Employers’ Association until it could 
fight no longer and then applied for mem- 
bership. 

Others spoke for harmony and finally 
brought their point of view into favorable 
consideration, What was the use now, they 
asked, in bringing about more friction when 
by the admission of the Fuller Company all 
the employers would be working in har- 
mony? 

The meeting eventually decided to pass 
favorably on the application, and the an- 
nouncement of the result was greeted with 
cheers. It was admitted by some .of the 
employers that they were as glad to have 
the company in the association as the com- 
pany was eager to get into it. This action 
makes the Employers’ Association § the 
strongest body of building contractors that 
was ever formed in this city, or perhaps in 
any city in the United States. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


AccornD AND SATISFACTION.—The suit of 
Marcus M. Mintzer and another against 
the Supreme Council, American Legion of 
Honor, was an action to recover a balance 
due upon a benefit certificate. It was al- 
leged that the defendant had paid only a 
part of the amount due, and that the sum 
received was that fixed by an illegal by- 
law, which had reduced the face value of 
the benefit certificate. The latter instru- 
ment had been surrendered under the mis- 
taken belief that the sum of money paid 
was all that was due. ‘‘ The question in 
this case,’’ said Justice Marean of the Su- 
preme Court, in giving judgment for the 
p aintiffs overruling a demurrer to their 
complaint, ‘is not whether relief from the 
effectual extinguishment of the debt under 
a mistake of law can be afforded, but 
whether the acts done have effectually 
extinguished the debt. There are five ways 
in which a debt may be extinguished. 
First, by actual payment in full; second, 
by acceptance of something agreed upon 
in satisfaction; third, by release under 
seal; fourth, by voluntary destruction of 
the written evidence of the debt, and, fifth, 
by a delivery of such written evidence to 
the debtor with intent to forgive him the 
debt, operating as an executed gift. There 
has been no payment in full, no release un- 
der seal, no voluntary destruction of the 
written evidence, and it must be conceded 
that the certificate was surrendered to the 
defendant with no purpose to consummate 
a gift. The whole question is whether there 
has been an accord and _ satisfaction. 
* * * The defendant had, itself, cut the 
obligation in two. The two claims were as* 
distinct in the contemplation of both par- 
ties as though there had been two certifi- 
cates, one for $2,000, on which liability for 
that sum was admitted, and the other for 
$3,000, which the defendant had undertaken 
to repudiate. Accord and satisfaction in- 
volve the receipt of something in satisfac- 
tion, and not a penny. and not a thing was 
received beyond what was required to 
satisfy the admitted claim.”

BLOCK ON SURFACE LINES 


Service | Interrupted During the 
Evening Rush Hours. 


Broadway Car Gets Off Track at Beaver 
Street and Attempts to Replace it 


Make Matters Worse. 


For an hour and a half last night, from 
the beginning almost to the end of the rush 
hours of home-going traffic, the cars on 
the up-town track of the Broadway, Co- 
lumbus Avenue, Lexington Avenue, and 
Sixth and Eighth Avenue surface lines 
were blocked. In some manner Car 2,639 
of the Broadway line slipped from the 
track at Beaver Street while it was mak- 
ing its run up town from the Battery. At 
the same time the fuse blew out, and the 
car stood in darkness, unable to move. 
As soon as another car came up behind the 
dead car was coupled to it, and an effort 
made to pull the disabled car back onto the 
track. 

In trying to pull the car backward the 
metal piece which drops into the slot be- 
tween the tracks became disarranged and 
wedged into the slot so that the car could 
not be moved at all. The blockade began 
at 4:45 P. M., and after the conductors and 
motormen of the stalled cars with an In- 
spector of the line had used their best ef- 
forts to right things, and had succeeded 
only in making matters worse, a wrecking 
crew was sent for to get the dead car out 
of the way. 

Meanwhile the cars had been gathering 
one behind the other, until the blockade 
reached from Beaver Street, the point 
where the car was off the track, down to 
South Ferry, and back again on the down- 
town track to Cedar Street. The blockade 
began just above the loop about the Bowl- 
ing Green, and prevented the cars #gom 
turning there. On the Sixth and Eighth 
Avenue fines the blockade extendéd from 
the Bowling Green along Battery Place 
and up town to Liberty Street. 

People on the down-town cars who were 
in a hurry to get to the ferries were com- 
pelled to get off and walk part of the dis- 
tance, and to add to the confusion of the 
people on the Sixth and Eighth Avenue 
cars, who had to cross several streets to 
get to the Battery, all along the line the 
street was jammed with trucks and wag- 
ons, which were unable to move until the 
cars did. 

When the wrecking crew:-appeared on the 
scene of the derailed car another half nour 
was spent in straightening out the drop 
bar, and then the car was put back on the 
track and traffic was resuméd, 

While the blockade was under way great 
crowds of = who work in down-town 
office build “— and who travel on the lines 
which were held up gathered on the cor- 
ners along Broadway and West Broadway, 
and after patiently waiting for a time with- 
out getting a car, went to the elevated 
roads. In consequence of this there was 
not sufficient room on the trains for all 
who wished to ride, and extra trains had 
to be put on by the company. Even then 
the crowd was too great for the service. 
At times the stairs of the-up-town stations 
were so crowded that nobody could ad- 
vance until a train had carried off some of 
the peopie on the platform.,
